Meeting Tonight at the Baptist. 


The first of the two meetings of the 


Salvation army to be conducted in the 
Congregational and Baptist churches was 
held last night in the Congregational 
chapel and was largely attended. Owing 
to a misunderstanding'the Janitor of the 
church bad not the doors open at the right 
hour. He was hunted up and the waiting 
crowd admitted to ther very comfortable 
chapel. The meeting was conducted by 
Brigadier Brewer of Boston, in command 
of the New England division. He was ac- 
companied by Captain Faulkner and 
Sister Thompson, two'excellent singers, 
who contributed largely to the interest of 
the meeting. 
• 


The brigadier conducts a meeting in a 


masterly manner. 
He makes no set 


speech nor considers any particular sub- 
ject. He talks upon many things and al- 
ways makes them serve his purpose of 
turning upon salvation. All the ends he 
arrives at are reached by indirection. 
Little is said in a direct way. 


The exercises began by the singing of a 


song from the selection "Voices of Vic- 
tory," most of the soags in the selection 
being composed by Salvation army people 
and some of them by Captain Booth. The 
first hymn was "I Pound a Friend in 
Jesus." After the tinging there was 
prayer by Captain Hunting of th e loca 
corps, and while kneeling, "Down at the 
Saviour's Feet" was mcjst effectively sung. 
Then Brigadier Brewer said a short prayer 
and announced that Staff Captain Bren- 
gle was seriously ill and could not be pres- 
ent. 


Captain Faulkner and Miss Thompson, 


both of Boston, then sang "Salvation is 
our Motto," Miss Thompson accompany- 
ing on the guitar. Th'e company joined 
in the chorus very strongly. Captain 
Faulkner did some exhorting, trying to 
impress on the audience that the fact of 
being in a church should be forgotten. 
The sisters alone and the brothers alone 
sang the song and all together sang it and 
there' was no way conceivable 
that 


it was not suns;. 
Mr. Brewer then 


read the twelfth ^chapter of Bomansi 
which would be a guide to a practi- 
cal life, 
ouo that Mr. Brewer had 


recommended as justrtaat thing. It would 
be a guide for an ideal life as well AS a 
practical one, fee the brigadier thinks the 
practical is the ideal. Thai brigadier said 
a few words about the ideal life, explan- 
ing .that the struggle after the ideal 
is a necessary thing-HMife. 'Theaeoessity 
•• ncrifice was touched upon and it was 
.« _, there never was anything accom- 
l-.r bed without a sacrifice. In the right- 
, ..usness of a spiritual life there must be 
"•• me sacrifice. "When I make a sacrifice 
1 fu.d I have <?oae something to build up 
|"my best self." Wandering irom this the 
brigadier touched upon the work of the 
army in India and Ceylon, telling that 
thousands of "raw" Indians are being 
gathered into the kingdom. The sacrifice 
made in this conversion was the hum- 
bling of the white workers to the heath- 
en. The colored race of the South must 
bo reached in a similar manner. 
A sacri- 


fice seen by a Salvationist in India was a 
heathen hung from a limb of a tree, tied 
at the ankle with a rope, and swung 
head down over burning fagots as a 
sacrifice to his god of wood and stone for 
some trivial e«n he had committed. The 
sister rushed through the assemble) i throng 
and scattered the fagots and ordered the 
heathen cut down. 
He lived. 
She 


preached on the spot the sacrifice God 
wants; the sacrifice of the baser to the 
higher. The unity of the human family 
was discueaed by the brigadier and he 
pointed out that one part of the family 
cannot be touched without affecting the 
other part. 
Every man is my brother, 


even if he is black. That is the creed of 
the Salvation army. The best proof that 
a. man loves, his brother, that he is a 
Christian and converted is the leading of 
a Christian life. 
Nothing will prove a 


person is converted unless he lives an up- 
right life. When men got to the extreme 
in outside demonstrations there is no 
telling to what they will reach. 


The brigadier went deeply into the 


social work of the army. Now the army 
is giving 30,000 meals a day. Employment 
is given every day to 1,000 men in the 
army's work shop. In giving a lot of 
figures he stopped to ask how many weep 
at the downfall of a brother or sister. 
Most that is done is sing about it. Few 
stop to weep at the downfall and few fctop 
to pick the fallen up. Who says there 
isn't a dishonest man in North Adams, 
one from this city in Charleston prison. 
Wouldn't it have been better to have 
taken hold of this man and placed 
him 
even on a 
farm, 
He might 


never 
have 
become 
mayor or 


member of the house of representatives- 
worse men than he, perhaps, have reached 
such places. 


The Salvation army and other Christian 


institutions shonld do something for ex- 
criminals. The.army has a home for such 
people and has helped and saved 100,000 
of 
them. Prisoners taken 
to 
jail 


are taken in 
a thick Maria. We 


seed a red Maria for them. 
The 


black is for darkness; the red is for 
the blood of Christ, that is for hope and 
light. Thousands of women have been 
helped and saved by the array. I pray lor 
a revival of up and down uprightness. A 
truthful person is a transparent person; a 
liar is an opaque person. A truthful per- 
son is humble as a child; inconquerable 
as a lion. 


Captain. Faulkner and Miss Thompson 


sang "Send Out the Sunlight of Love." 
Mr.' Faulkner and Miss Thompson are 
impressive, emotional singers. They can 
stir their hearers wonderiully by their 
rendition of the simple selection. 


Captain Moulting announced that an 


offering would be taken up to pay e* 
per-ses. 
Mr. 'Brewer announced that 


there were no expenses but the simple 
carfare. While.the collection was being 
taken Captain Faulkner sang "Wonderful 
Promise," Mies .Thompson playing ac- 
companiment on the piano. At the con- 
clusion a medley of hymns was sung and 


all joined in most enthusiastically, mak- 
ing a very inspiring moment. 


The brigadier then asked fifteen or 
wenty to say a word for Jesus. Before 
expecting the testimony he read the 
wenty-third psalm, asking all to repeat it 
after him, which was done. Then came 
he testimonies and Captain Faulkner 
sang verses to stir up a spirit fitting for 
heir coming. 
The testimonies were 


given by half a dozen people. Each one 
said only a few words, most of a personal 


ature. They testified to having led a 
iinful life, of having found Jesus and of 
heir determination to pursue to the end 
he life they are leading now. 
Miss Thompson sang a solo, accom- 


panying herself on the piano, and it was 
as sweet and stealing as "Ben bolt," but 
with a higher theme. The chorus began 
with ''You've carried your burden," and 
he brigadier said he had known many 
come to Jesus at the singing of it. Cap- 
tain Faulkner gave a few words of testi- 
mony, stating that it is ourselves Jesus 
want*, let us give that up to Jesus.

A NEW ORDER. 


An Organizer In Town Working to Estab- 


lish a Senate. 


W. H. Raymond of Whitman, Mass., h 


in this city for the purpose of establishing 
a senate of the Knights of the Ancient Es- 
senic order, a fraternal organization which 
he says is growing rapidly, especially in 
the East and South. The headquarters 
were established at St. Louis seven years 
ago, and three years ago they were moved 
to Louisville, Ky. There are now nearly 
40,000 members in the East and South and 
new senates are being instituted with 
great frequency. Many prominent men 
are joining the order in all quarters. 
Three years ago the first senate in New 
England was instituted at Waltham with 
200 charter members, and there are now 
sixteen Semites in Massachusetts alone. 
The Holyoke senate, of which State In- 
spector James B. Howes is a member, 
started with 385 charter members. Mr. 
Howes is enthusiastically iu favor of the 
order and trusts that a good-sized senate 
will result from Mr. Raymond's labors 
here. 


There is no promiscuous soliciting of 


members, but candidates must be well 
recommended by responsible men. As 
early as possible a membership committee 
is found and then all applications are 
acted upon by that committee. In the 
ranks of the order are clergymen and 
other professional men, and many who 
are prominent In other secret societies; 
and it is believed the quality of the mem- 
bership of the Essenic order will compare 
favorably with that of any other secret 
organization. 


The cost of joining this order is, to 


charter members, IS, and the senate fixes 
the initiation fee for those who come in 
later. Ordinarily this is from $25 to $10. 
The objects of the order are: 


"To fraternally unite aa true men in 


fulfilment of our manifold duties to God, 
our country and our fellawman. 


"To God—In ever paying that reverence 


justly due to Him as the creator and giver 
of all the blessings of life. 


To our country—In ever being loyal to 


and ready to defend with our lives her 
just rights and the honor of her flag. 


'To our fellowman—In endeavoring by 


precept and example to inculcate the 
lessons of temperance, prudence and 
toleration; to practice charity, relieve 
the distressed, assist the needy, and care 
for the widows and orphans. 


"Finally to promote the business and 


social welfare of our members." 


Mr. Raymond is encouraged by the re- 


ception he has met with here and believes 
he shall be able to institute a lodge with 
not less than 150 members. He came here 
about two weeks ago and has been actively 
at work the past week.

DR. PARKER AGAIN. 


The Man Who Threatened Him before the 


Holyoke Court. 


The trial of Amenzo Griffith of Spring- 


field for threatening W. A. Parker of 
West Springfield, formerly of this town, 
as related in the TBANSCBIPT yesterday, 
took place yesterday morning in the 
court at Holyoke, in which city Dr. 
Parker has an office. 


The trial was a short one, and the de- 


fendant did not take the stand. He did 
not deny or confess that ho had used 
threatening language towards Dr. Parker. 
Dr. Rhodes of Springfield testified that 
Griffith had said in his hearing that he 
would kill Parker on sight. He made this 
statement in Parker's office Saturday 
morning. Mrs. Cox of Holyoke said that 
a man whom she could not identify had 
told her in Dr. Parker's office that he 
would kill Parker, and bad in addition 
told her the reason why. 
Another wit- 


ness testified that the man who had 
talked to Mrs. Cox was Griffith. A letter 
which Parker had received was intro- 
duced, and Mr. Jordan of Springfield tes- 
tified that it was in the handwriting of 
Griffith. 
It was not read in full in the 


court, but it stated that Mrs. Griffith had 
made certain charges against Parker, 
while in a. delirious state, and that if she 
repeated them when she recovered her 
health, Griffith would certainly shoot 
Parker. Judge Pearsons said in deciding 
the case that a man who would make 
such threats on the strength of an insane 
person's statements, was not fit to be at 
large, and he did not consider that Grif- 
fith had any warrant for them. He there- 
fore ordered him to furnish bonds to keep 
the peace for six months.

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TAXATION INJURIOUS TO ALL. 


AH clnssps of people and till communi- 


ties in Massachusetts are Buffering from 
trie injnsticpof a system of taxation which 
hni been permitted here Ion? after it has 
been done away with in many other states. 
It i« a form of doable taxation. An lllus" 
tratlon of it is men in the tax in this state 
which is put on stock held here of corpor- 
ations which hare already paid taxes on 
its property in other states. 


The corporation is practically a modern 


and convenient form of partnership, the 
prominent and an exceedingly useful feat- 
ure of this plan of conducting a business 
is that the ownership of the different part- 
ners is clearly defined and usually readily 
transferable by means of the stock certifi- 
cates. Such a partnership having once 
been taxed on its holdings, the injustice of 
again taxing certain of its shares because 
they happen to be in the possession of 
residents, of a particular sti-te should be 
readily apparent. 


The tax paid by the corporation is taken 


out of its earnings and so is paid by the 
share 


of the opinion that they are wise in their 
decision. Nobody hero, however, desires 
a war, either.

CAN HELP EACH OTHER. 


The meeting of the board of trade Fri- 


day evening may prove to be one of great 
Importance not only to oar city but to 
neighboring towns. It is expected that 
!W. S. Kelley of Boston, will address the 
meeting on the proposition to bring to 
North Adams and surrounding towns 
electric power from Readsboro, Vt. With 
the same electric current running through 
all these communities they certainly 
ought to be stimulated to work together 
for the common, good of northern Berk- 
shire and her Vermont neighbors. 


There are opportunities for mutual ad- 


vancement and prosperity that cannot be 
over-estimated if places like Readsboro, 
WillinmBtown and North Adams will 
work together, endeavoring to develop 
and reap tho benefit of the varied advan- 
tages peculiar to each aud valuable to all 
if rightly utilized. 


The recognition of the Cuban insurgents 


as belligerents by our government will 
meet with popular approval when it 
comes. It is only necessary for the Insur- 
gents to establish themselves somewhere 
in the territory of Cuba, even if in a 
modest degree, to give our country war- 
rant for recognizing them. The recogni- 
tion will be hearty when given and will 
mean something. 


It is hardly probable that Emperor Wil- 


liam is going to run away from a threat, 
ened spanking by his English grand- 
mother.

Should he then move to an- 
other place of residence and a second pay- 
ment for the same article be demanded of 
him, though in a different manner, simply 
because he chanced to hold a proof of his 
continued interest in the business, in the 
form of a certificate of stock, it would be 
regarded an an utterly unjustifiable inT 
position. 


There is about as much justice in this 


kind of double taxation as there would be 
in taxing a man because ho had in his 
possession a deed and a tax receipt for a 
piece ol real estate in another state, where 
the property had been duly assessed and 
the tax already collected. 


This unreasonable form of taxation and 


that which tajses public stocks, municipal 
bonds and like securities, works great in- 
jury to our communities and to all classes 
ot people. The latter form of taxation, 
on such securities for instance as munici- 
pal bonds, while harmful to all citizens, 
rich or poor, from tbe fact that it requires 
a town or city to pay a higher rate of in- 
terest on its indebtedness than it other- 
wise would, is especially unjust to people 
of comparatively modest incomes; nota- 
bly so to widows and orphans. For as is 
well known it is the custom of wise man- 
agers of estates, and oftentimes compul- 
sory on them, to make investments for 
those dependent upon these estates in 
such public securities as municipal, town, 
school and fire district bonds, on account 
of their reliability and safety. 


In our news columns today will be found 


an Interesting account of the important 
work tbe Massachusetts Anti-Double Tax- 
ation League has undertaken, looking to 
the remedy of this injustice. The ideas of 
the able financiers and prominent busi- 
ness and professional men represented in 
this organization will be presented to our 
legislature this season, together with 
forceful petitions now being signed by 
penile from all parts of the state. 


A law should be passed at this session of 


the legislature which will do away with 
thii form of taxation, which is injurious 
and ultimately unprofitable alike to the 
individual, the community and the state. 


ENGLISH-AMERICAN

GCR.MAN SENTIMENT. 


The feelings that should naturally exist, 


whether they do so heartily exist or not, 
between the English and American peo- 
ple are well defined, and very cleverly 
contrasted with the manifest English- 
Gorman sentiment, by the Albany Even 
ing Journal when it says: 


"In tho face of the belligerent attitude 


of the English press and people on the 
South African imbroglio with Germany, 
it is a pleasing fact to notice that they are 
desirous of having Lord Salisbury settle 
tho Venezuela dispute with the United 
States by nrbilration. The effect of the 
two crises on the English mind has been 
entirely different. The one has engen- 
dered hatred and the other has provoked 
a sentiment in lavor of a peaceable ad- 
justment of the controversy. 


In the South African dispute Lord Salis- 


bury has the entire support of the English 
people while in the Venezuelan affair all 
Englishmen ore demanding of the British 
premier tnathe must discover some ex- 
cuse for submitting tho whole question to 
arbitration. 
Not onee since President 


Cleveland issued his Venezuelan message, 
has been manifested any bitterness of 
feeling toward Americans resident in Eng- 
lish territory. Now, however, we hear of 
strong anti-German feeling growing rap- 
idly in the east end of Loadon. The win- 
dows of a number of shops in Whitechape1 
kept by Germans and Jews have been 
broken, and the Hollander club and some 
of the east end German clubs have been 
tlo3ed,ft»ring that they might be attacked, 
There have been also several disturbances 
between English and Dutch and Gorman 
•nilonat the docks, in which the former 
n ere the aggressors. 


"These Incidents are the best evidence 


that war between England and the United 
States is remote if not altogether unlikely 
to occur at any time. Lord Salisbury will 
nut dare to turn a deaf car to the popular 
wish of his countrymen. Englishmen are 
deaJdedly, opposed to a conflict with the 
powtrful American republic and we are

A SUGGESTION 


From • Person Who Evidently Does Not 


Enjoy Sprinting. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—While the sys- 


tem of rules which is adhered to by the 
conductors of the street cars is by no 
means faulty, there is a suggestion often 
heard on the street which if it were made 
a rnle would be pleasing to not a few. 
When the electric cars start down Main 
street the conductors seem to be paying 
strict attention to the passengers in the 
cars and to those persons who are usually 
waitine at the several crossings along the 
street. Time and again it happens that 
some person, and not nnfreqnently a num- 
ber of persons, are not on hand to take 
the cars when they start, and such per- 
sons usually have to ran a foot race 
against electric motive power down the 
street, at the same time emitting an oc- 
casional whistle or loud call, and all in 
vain unless the calls are taken up by sym- 
pathetic, persons and by transmission 
passed along to the conductors.

Fattened a League's Treasury. 


Peculiar

Hampshire Towns. 


Goittn newspaper Gives Further Details ot • 


Prohibition Faro*. 


BOSTON, Jan. 0.—The Herald this morn- 


Ing contains another chapter on the 'ac- 
tions ot the officials of the Now Hamp- 
shire State Lnw and Order league in rcf- 
(irenre to the protection -which has been 
afforded liquor seller* against raids aud 
prosecution, and jail sentences as well, tor 
a stated consideration. 


The fine for having beer on the premises 


1* but $10. If spirituous liquors Vfci-o 
found, th* fine would be (50. As the rujds 
come but two or three times a year, It can 
be seen that the dealer* got along very 
cheaply and were really not compelled to 
suffer any hardship. 


The stat«jl rate per month from each 


dealer BO pr\^cteil ha* been 15 or 110 per 
month, the price depending on the amount 
of business transacted and the nniure of 
the establishment. A large and prosper- 
ous saloon in a city would bo compelled 
to ante (10 per month, but a smaller place 
has not been compelled to pay over >5 per 
month. 


The scene of the "protection" exposed In 


The Herald is Suncook, seven miles from 
Concord. Sunoook is a village, and be- 
longs to two towns—that Is, there is a 
river which form* the boundary line be- 
tween the towns, but it does not separate 
the village. Therefore, there happens to 
be Suncook (Allenstown tide) aud Sun- 
cook (Pembroke side). 


Notwithstanding that It I* a portion of 


these two tpwus, Suncook Is, neverthe- 
less, considered as one village. It is the 
locution of large mills and manufacturing 
establishments, and has, with the people 
In both towns thrown in, about 3000 in- 
habitants. 


The prevailing rate of protection there 


has been and is 15 a month. There ore 16 
seller* of liquor there, nearly all of whom 
pay for tills protection. 
Say U do; that 


has resulted in a payment of (70 a month 
to the New Hampshire State Law and Or- 
der league, or, to be explicit, Its agents. 


Then Are Other*. 


Suncook, say* The Herald, is not the 


only town in New Hampshire where there 
has been protection afforded sellers of 
liquor, but seldom has it been more gen- 
eral and in few places has there been so 
perfect an understanding in regard to the 
matter between the dealers and the au- 
thorized agents of the league. 


The dealer* even had an association It 


Is alleged whioh transacted business with 
the league. If a man did not belong to 
this association aud pay he could not do 
business. 


There was a man who thought he could. 


The Herald clnlms to have in it* posses- 
lion an affidavit he made. He did not feel 
that he could afford to pay the sum de- 
manded every month, and he further did 
not care to make himself 
liable for 


bribery. So he refused the overtures of 
the Liquor Dialers' association to come 
Into their organization«nd do business on 
a mutual basis. 


The result was that three complaint* 


were issued against him and three raids 
made at his saloon in less than three 
weeks, and he thereupon decided that It 
would be useless for him to continue 
longer in his saloon unless he hod protec- 
tion. He found the words of the dealers' 
committee to be only too true. 


Within a few months It any one has de- 


sired to open a saloon In Suncook he has 
first made it a point to get protection. 
The result ho* been what Is known sim- 
ply as bluff raids—the seizing of beer and 
a fine of (10 with no suggestion ot jail 
sentence*. 


Wheeler Dropped. 


CONCORD, N. H., Jan. 9.—The Law and 


Order league of the state held Its annual 
meeting yesterday, OB whioh occasion -the 
old body was dissolved and a new and 
corporate sue formed. Lively debates oc- 
curred over reorganization and contradic- 
tions over various things the old league 
had done or failed to do. The new league 
will be officered as follows: D. H. Good- 
ell of Antrim, president; Rev. Dr. D. C.

Word received from Matanzas shows 


that the insurgents arc still active in that 
province. 
The bands led by Clotilue, 


Garcia, Luis Chopaliu and Raban at- 
tacked the town of Recreo, which is south- 
east of Cardenas on the railroad. The 
garrison of the fort repelled that attack, 
bnt the insurgents returneiLta it, and the 
companies of the marine boftallon made a 


defensive stand in the streets. 
Mean- 


while, 
the insurgents plundered and 


robbed several stores. The troops finally 
repelled the insurgent* with loss; but, 
while retreating, they burned 36 ot the 
huts within the limits of the town.

Lacret, made a demand for the surrender 
of the town, threatening to burnt upon 
its refusal to comply, but on a negative 
being given him, the insurgent forces re- 
tired. 


Jose Moceo and Eabi are reported to be 


moving in the Trinidad district of Santa 
Clara, and an insurgent loss of 17 is re- 
ported In the skirmishes that have taken 
place there. 


In the Cirdenns district the insurgents 


also destroyed the station at Altamlsul 
and tore up the railroad at Yaguaramas. 


Spaniards claim that the insurgents are 


falling into a well-laid trap, and it is only 
a matter of a few days before the Spaniards 
will have them surrounded and all retreat 
cut off, when they will mow them down 
and soon end the war. 


The insurgents. in the engagements 


with General Xuvnrro and Suare* Valdos 
lost 2(13 men. It is reported that one of 
the Nunez brothers, the weU-known in- 
surgent leaders, was so seriously wounded 
that he subsequently died. 


A columu of Spanish troop*, com- 


manded by Major Sedano, ho* had a skir- 
mish In the Colon district with a band of 
insurgents commanded by Mendoza. Thu 
Insurgents left seven killed and three 
wounded on the field.
